The election on the proposal 
which seeks to include Trona, 
Barstow, Union, Victory Valley 
and Needles into the San Bernard- 
ino junior college district will be 
held tomorrow as recommended 
by a local survey committee.

Valley junior college and one stu- 
dent from San Bernardino attend- 
ing Chaffey junior college under 
such an agreement. 

2. The plan is a “Tax Grab” 
planned by the city of San Ber- 
nardino. 

The plan was devised by a com- 
mittee of nine men, three of whom 
are from the desert. areas, one 
from East Highland, one from 
Chino, one from Ontario, two 
from Colton and only one 3g resi- 
dent of San Bernardino. The plan 
was-as much of a surprise to the 
people of San Bernardino as to 
the people of Victorville or Bar- 
tow. The committee was interest- 
er in junior college education for 
young people and not in a “Tax 
Grab.” 

8. Taxes would be increased in 
the desert areas three fold or 300 
percent. 

Suppose a desert area has a tax 
rate of $5.20 per hundred dollars 
of assessed valuation. That in- 
cludes a 9 cent tax rate for junior 
college tuition this year. The 
greatest possible increase, if the 
desert were included in the junior 
college district, would be from 9 
cents to 35 cents or a 26 cent in- 
crease. That would be exactly 5 
percent increase in the total tax 
bill instead of 300 percent in- 
crease. Some difference. 

4. The offer of free board and 
room for students residing more 
than thirty miles distant is simply 
“Bait.”

Unemployed To Benefit 
Under Amended Law 


Important amendments to the 
California unemployment insur- 
ance act affecting payment of un- 
employment and disability bene- 
fits will become effective Thurs- 
day, it was announced today by 
Mrs. Mabel J. Gammelgaard, in- 
surance manager of the Ontario 


office of the state employment de- | 


partment. 

Most important change is the 
increase of weekly benefit pay- 
ments for both unemployment and 
disability from the present $20 
limit to $25. 

In addition, the maximum per- 
iod of benefit payments has been 
increased from 23.4 to 26 weeks 
during’ a benefit year, with the 
provision that no claimant may 
receive more payment than one- 
half the total of his qualifying 
wages.

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Government Economist Predicts 
Lower Prices—Maybe, He Says 


A top government economist has predicted that come 
1948 prices will start falling and that there’s a distinct pos- 
sibility that the New Year “will see an abatement of infla- 
tion.” 

However, he is careful to temper his “promises” with a 
list of three “major influences” that could change that en- 
couraging picture he attempts to draw for a price-weary 
American public. 

* The weather has to be good, labor must not ask for 
higher’ wages and the amount of aid spent for European 
recovery—all of these factors, the economist concedes could 
complicate the situation. 

We don’t pretend to know the answer. But we do 
know this—additional government control is not going to do 
it. .Nor is continuing higher prices. Certainly aot larger 
pay envelopes for they always bring in their wake even 
more spiraling living costs. 

The American people, it seems, have reached a state 
in which they have all but given up hope that anything can 
be done about the unsteady economic atmosphere in which 
they find themselves. There are those. who would return to 
a new kind of OPA and still others who would eliminate 
government from business altogether. Each side is just as 
certain that its plan is the answer all of us are seeking. 

To turn to the Federal government for solution to all our 
ills is a dangerous precedent. Yet it is not possible to do 
away with. it entirely. For not only our country but the 
world as well is becoming too complex and too involved in a 
maze of new discoveries for us to ever expect to return to 
the kind of “normalcy” we knew and thrived on before the 
war. The world has changed and we have, too. 

But the fundamental concepts of Americanism: certainly 
aren't outmoded. They have survived some 170 years and 
there‘s no reason why they can’t go on adjusting themselves 
to the changing world. This is a test for all of us—a real 
test that the ideals on which our nation was founded are 
not mere ideologies but fundamental truths upon which the 
entire future of the world depends. 

The confusing problems of this era can be solved as 
were those of the past: But not if we rely on a few men in 
Washington. Every single American must be made consci- 
ous of his individual responsibility not only to himself and 
his family but to the entire nation as well. That is our 
only real hope for the future. Not bright predictions by a 
“top” government economist.

The inventor has already had 
the satisfaction of seeing under- 
takers, ministers, doctors, and

—although sometimes the visi- 
tors have been startled to see 
miniature models and children’s 
caskets (with dummies) scatter- 
ed about the place like oversize 
candy boxes. 

But even more encouraging to 
the casket pioneer has_ been 
warm and concrete support from 
two large eastern plastics pro- 
ducers. 

Earlier this year one dominant 
eastern concern invited him to 
study in its research laborator- 
ies and assigned engineers to 
help him work out the casket’s 
structural design.
